Figure  up  the  total  weight  of  your  order  from  the  shipping  weights  given  in  the 
descriptions  in  this  catalog.  Then  by  referring  to  the  chart  below,  you  can  easily  estimate  the 
freight  charges.

The  actual  charge  may  be  slightly  more  or  less,  especially  when  the  shipment 
weighs  less  than  100  pounds.  In  such  cases  the  minimum  freight  charge  applies.
